Council’s sessions on the 1973-74 
preliminary 
budget

general fund appears to be headed 
for trouble. 
Gene Wählers, city adm inistrator, 
tentatively 
budgeted 
$215,000 
in 
federal revenue sharing funds into 
the general fund to make it balance 
out 
at 
$2,183,465 
for 
1973-74 
requirem ents. 
W ählers told the council he used 
the revenue sharing funds, not only 
to make the general fund balance, 
but because the city must report to 
the federal government this month 
how it has spent the most recent 
payment to tne city, an amount of 
$108,981. Wählers got the money into 
the general fund By budgeting it in 
th e 
p o lice 
d e p a rtm e n t, 
an 
acceptable priority to the federal 
government. 
The council 
however, has been 
against using the revenue sharing 
money 
in 
the 
general 
fund, 
preferring “one shot capital outlay 
projects. 
Consequently, 
at 
the 
insistence of Councilman Art Scott, 


with 
backing 
from 
Councilman 
George Cotsenmoyer, the council 
has voted to commit to the general 
fund, and report to the federal 
government, only the mandatory 
$106,981, until such tim e as it has 
been decided how best to spend the 
remaining $291,235 revenue sharing 
funds the city expects to have for 
the 1973-74 fiscal year. 
Although the money is there and 
the council can fall back on it in a 
pinch, the general fund technically, 
at this point, is a little more than

Ironically, its development and use is almost 
exclusive to America, the country which prizes freedoms 
above all else. And a country whose citizens view as 
reprehensible any technical devices used to spy or 
otnerwise pry into the privacy of an individual.

N F L stars linked 
to huge dope ring 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Four star 
players in the National Football 
League have been linked to traffic in 
illegal annd dangerous drugs, it was 
reported today by the New York 
Times. 
Information supplied by federal, 
state, and local narcotics agents 
found two unidentified teammates 
suspected to be dealing in cocaine in 
a multimillion-dollar 
smuggling 
ring. Another player is suspected to 
have helped finance a dealer’s 
involvement with cocaine, while the 
other player is believed to be 
connected 
with 
substantial 
quantities according to the Times 
article 
All four players are and have been 
under surveillance, the dispatch 
said. 
Jack Danahy, the NFL’s security 
director and a former Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation 
agent, 
brushed off as “ a fairy tale” reports 
last season that involved the two 
teammates. 
But a narcotics agent said Monday 
that the two players were very close 
to being apprehended last year, the 
Times reported. 
“ The NFL knows this drug traffic 
would be its Watergate,’’ said one 
agent involved in the case. “ It could 
explode anytime.” 
During the past 18 months several 
players in tne league have been 
arrested for possession of drugs. 
They include Duane Thomas, the 


moody running back of the San 
Diego Chargers; Lance Rentzel, a 
wide receiver with the Los Angeles 
Rams; and Don Parish, a linebacker 
with the Denver Broncos. 
There was also a recent disclosure 
that there had been drug misuse 
by the San Diego Chargers from 
1966-1969. The allegations appeared 
in sworn depositions by Charger 
players 
and 
stated 
that 
the 
Chargers’ organization received as 
many as 10,000 prescription drugs a 
year in that span, including pep 
pills, sleeping pills, pain-killers and 
sedatives. 
The depositions also 
indicated the drug misuse took place 
on the Kansas City Chiefs, the 
Oakland Raiders, and Cincinnati 
Bengals. 


In an effort to curb its drug 
problem, the story said, the NFL 
plans to establish tighter guidelines 
regarding the despensing of drugs, 
particulary stimulants, by its 26 
teams. The matter will be discussed 
when the clubowners convene in 
New York in two weeks for their 
annual June meeting

The salmon are still there. They averaged about three per 
boat over last week. Over four days, 30 boats brought in 106 
salmon. The party boats did not do too well, mostly not 
enough customers to warrant going out. The “A B C , ” 
operated by John Wilson, did fairly well, and the salmon 
boat of the Port San Luis Sportfishing got fish. 
Port San Luis Sportfishing is concentrating on the 
Purisima area, a somewhat long run, but well worth the 
effort. This area is the home of the big ling cod, and 
combined with the light fishing pressure, full sacks of good 
eating fish are being brought in daily. 
The two boats that are run by the Sato family are 
robably about the last word in comfort and efficient 
handling. We had a chance to see the “Marauder 
last 
week, when she was alongside the dock, and were much 
impressed with the boat. 
Some nice halibut have been taken by small boats 
anglers, some going over 30 pounds, and that is a lot of fine 
eating fish. Halibut are a sand loving fish, and once located 
one is in business. They will take live bait, also can be 
taken on a “dodger” type of jig. 
The Oxnard-Hueneme area finds both surface fishing and 
bottom fishing good; also large halibut are being taken, 
with a good take of calico bass. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Cachuma Lake has been fair to good on trout, with bass 
fishing picking up on surface lures and plastic worms. 
Trout fishing at Lopez Lake on the slow side. About the 
only fish being taken are caught on a set up of trotted 
flashers. Bank fishing on the slow side, though Mrs. A1 
Dutraof of Grover City, claims she did right well on trout, 
fishing across from the island. So one angler had a 
successful day fishing in spite of numerous bluegill and 
goldfish. 
According to Tom Randolph, Marina Manager at 
Naciemiento Lake both black and white bass are giving lots 
of action. The former are not running very large, but limits 
are the order of the day. Black bass were being caught on 
black jigs and brown plastic worms, and the white bass on 
shad and spinners. Fishing best in the area of the dam back 
of the log boom. 
Margarita Lake reports lots of good catfishing, with 
crappie a second choice; bass fishing on the slow side. Lots 
of small bluegill to be had most anyplace. 
COASTAL MANAGEMENT 
Testifying before a 
federal 
House Appropriations 
Subcommittee, Congressman John Dingell made a plea for 
funding of important marine resources conservation 
programs, according to the Wildlife Management Insitute. 
Dingell told the committee that the administration had 
requested no funds whatever to implement the Coastal 
Zone Management Act of last year. A number of states 
have begun to “gear up” to develop coastal zone 
management programs following passage of the act, in 
anticipation ot the availability of grant funds called for in 
legislation. All of them, according to Dingell, see the need 
for a state level perspective of coastal land and water use 
decisions: some are under legislative mandates to develop 
management programs.

comers of the world that do not 
otherwise get such news. It is 
unclear how a cold war can end as 
the result of a unilateral resolution 
of one party to end it. The Soviet 
Union continues to jam the Voice of 
America, at a cost to the Soviet 
Union in excess of our own cost in 
tra n sm ittin g . 
We 
have 
the 
testimony of refugees from the 
tyranny of the Soviet Union that 
they get such news as they have of 
the outside world from the Voice of 
Am erica 
(and 
its 
ancillary 
network >, and from the BBC. Out of 
a combination of fatigue and funk it 
is now proposed that we withdraw 
the only hand of friendship one is in 
a position to extend to a captive 
people. 


Senator 
Henry Jackson, 
in a 
remarkable address 
at Yeshiva 
University, eloquently challenged 
the assumption that detente is what 
happens when the United States 
ceases to stand by the cause of 
human 
freedom, 
and 
to guard 
against possible attempts to export 
tyranny. 


“The greatest mistake of the 
western world ’ during the thirties, 
said Jackson, “was the failure of

Churchill and to stand, firm and 
early, for the defense of individual 
liberty.” As a result of that failure 
we went on to “ the holocaust’’ — 
which “ is the central political 
experience of our tim e.” 
“ We will have moved from the 
appearance 
to 
the 
reality 
of 
detente,” Senator Jackson said, 
“when East Europeans can freely 
visit the West, when Soviet students 
in significant numbers — not the 25 
who are here now — can come to 
American universities, and when 
American students in significant 
numbers can study in Russia. When 
reading the Western press and 
listening to Western broadcasts is 
no longer an act of treason, when 
families can be reunited across 
national borders, when emigration 
is free — then we shall have a 
genuine detente between peoples 
and 
not 
a 
formula 
between 
governments for capitulation on the 
issue of human rights. ” 
Senator Jackson was concrete on 
the nature of detente, U.S. style. He 
calls 
into question the general 
notion that President Nixon has 
ideally conducted our foreign policy 
by the use of “quiet diplomacy.” 
“ We have seen that sort of ‘quiet 
diplomacy’ before. It got us a grain 
deal 
in 
which 
the 
Russians 
purchased cheap wheat subsidized 
to the tune of $300 million by the 
American taxpayer. It got us a 
s tr a t e g ic 
a rm s 
lim ita tio n 
agreement in which the Soviets 
obtained a three-to-two advantage in 
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land and sea-based missiles. It got 
us a new wave of repression and 
trials 
following 
the 
Moscow 
summit. It got us the infamous 
education ransom. It brought about 
the appearance of detente and the 
reality of an even lower Soviet 
tolerance of individual liberty.” 
But last week all that Senator 
Fulbright could get excited about 
was — Greece; because Greece, a 
middle-class, middle-level, pastoral 
despotism got rid of an exiled king. 
On 
March 
25, 
1964, 
Senator 
Fulbright advised the Senate that 
“ insofar as a nation is content to 
practice its doctrines within its own 
frontiers, 
that 
nation, 
however 
repugnant its ideology, is one with 
which we have no proper quarrel.” 
Greece’s doctrines are hardly 
designed for export. The Soviet 
Union’s bind down not alone its own 
nationals, but a tier of countries to 
the west. And the gallant response 
of the United States Senate is: pull 
back on the USIA. There is a cruel 
psychological justification to it. If 
we cooperated completely with the 
People’s Republic of China, and the 
Union of Social Socialist Republics 
in sealing those areas hermetically 
against any fugitive penetration of 
truth, we would seal out such 
irritating pollen as inseminate the 
mind 
and 
the 
spirit 
of 
the 
Solzhenitsyns; and the slaves, along 
with Senator Fulbright, would be 
more contented. Senator Fulbright 
could 
then 
exercise 
his 
moral 
conscience 
by 
giving 
stirring 
s p e e c h e s 
a g a in s t 
C o lo n e l 
Papadopolous.

Last year and a

activists

Junior Alpha Club 
have set up shop in 
L o m p o c 
H igh 
School’s Work Ex­ 
perience office and 
had job seekers and 
e m p lo y e r s 
a ll 
signed up 
before the close of school. Despite 
difficulties 
the 
young 
woman’s 
organization had an excellent track 
record. They got job seekers and 
employers together for their’s and 
the community’s mutual good. 
All that is changed now Some 
time ago Junior Alpha and the 
school district were notifed that the 
s ta te ’s 
Hum an 
R esources 
Department, HRD, would take over 
the 
sum m er 
job 
employment 
function. There is a story going 
around that Sacramento sent down 
word that HRD had to take over the 
summer job program in order to get 
credit for whatever job placements 
there were in the communities. 
Someone 
could 
argue 
that 
the 
finding of jobs whether in summer 
for youth or during whatever time 
was and is the proper function of 
HRD 
There are those however, who saw 
local initiative such as that shown 
by Junior Alpha and by the school 
district, as a vital demonstration of 
a community ’s concern for its young 
people. Making the process more a 
part of the state responsibility loses 
some of the old flavor. It is no secret 
that some members of Junior Alpha 
were

Fred Orr of the Santa Barbara 
County Schools Office assured this 
reporter there was about $17,000 in 
left over Neighborhood Youth Corps 
monies to help with the costs of 
staffing an office in Lompoc and 
other key points. 
Lompoc Rotary Club has also 
reportedly contributed some money 
to help with the costs.
